Living mainly on twigs of pine trees, the 
¢ iguanodon used its long tongue to draw 
down its food, much as a giraffe does, 


SCOTS OCS CERELESEDECEEOSOOS 
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Loping across the European continent of a 
hundred million years ago, the iguanodon 
was a harmless plant-eating dinosaur, de- 
spite its stern appearance. Standing about' 
eighteen feet high and measuring over thirty 
feet long, it advanced with hops on its pow- 
erful hindlegs, although it could move on 
all fours. The iguanodon’s strong, long tail 
could serve as a lashing weapon, ora 
counterbalance as it made a short gallop on 

its hindlegs. Its name means “iguana tooth” 
as its teeth resemble those of a giant iguana. 


The iguanodon’s-small forelegs had five 
digits, with the thumb shaped into a sharp 
spine it could use for defending itself. 
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
